It seems strange that so few 
people really know the Church 
of the bible when the Bible is 
so full of it.

There are some people as blind 
to the Bible Church as if they 
had never read the _ Bible or 
heard anything about it.

prudent, and hast revealed them 


ui.to babes.” (Matt. 11:25.) 
‘This is one thing that seems to 
be hid’from many judging by 


their actions and words. 


We have to do with people 
that seem to look upon the 
Church of God as if it were mere- 
ly an organization like other 
organizations. That seems to be 
all they think of. I'm afraid 
some people have come into the 
Church with no more knowledge 
of it than if the Bible gave no in- 
structions about it. It seems to 
be nothing more to them than 
some mechanical something 
that has no life about it. They 
take the obligation and come in- 
to it and then leave it as if 
they never took any obligation. 


Very often when peopie marry 
they separate in a few days as 
if they never had taken any ob- 
ligation to live together until 
death separates them. They 
break their vow. They disregard 
their promise, get a divorce and 
live a lie the balance of their 
lives. This is very sad to me. It 
is also very sad to me for people 


promise that they will obey the 
Bible and teaching of the 
Church, and live by its rules and 
practices and after a few months 
or years they become dissatisfi- 
ed, commit some vile deed, or 
become disloyal and away they 
go with no regard for their 
promise. I do not believe such 
people know the Church. If they 
knew it as some of us know it 
they would not want to sever 
their connection with it. 


Jesus said, “All things are 
delivered unto me of my Father: 
and no nian knoweth the Son, 
but the Father; neither knoweth 
any man the Father save the 
Son, and he to whomsoever the 
Son will reveal him.” (Matt. 11: 
27.) The Church is like this in 

‘its obscurity. It is onty known 
by revelation. If you look upon 
it as you do other churches you 
do not know it. 


When Jesus got ready to spring 
the Church question He 
took His disciples away out by 
themselves and gave them some 
necessary instructions and in- 
formation and plainly stated up-

upon a rock but He showed 
plainly that He did nt mean a 
literal rock. But the rock was a 
confession or acknowledgement 
by both Peter aud Jesus, and 
around it was encircled the rev 
elation. Peter knew Jesus by rev- 
elation and Jesus knew Peter 
by revelation and because of this 
revelation each was able tu 
make a positive statement. Pet- 
er said, “Thouartthe Christ.” 
Jesus said, “thou art Peter.” 
Then Jesus said, ‘Upon this rock 
I will build my Church.” 


When Elisha went with Eli- 
jah to Bethel the “sons of the 
prophets” came to Elisha and 
asked him if he knew that Elijah 
would be taken away from him 
that day. Listen at Elisha’s re- 
ply: “Yea, I know it; hold ye 
your peace.” How did Elisha 
know this? Had Elijah told him? 
No record of it. We conclude the 
Lord had revealed it to him. How 
did the prophets know it? By 
revelation, of course. This same 
thing was repeated at Jericho. 
The prophets there knew it also. 
And nothing could induce Elisha 
to leave Elijah. He knew that 
Elijah was going up and he was 
determined to stay with him and 
see the end of it. And sure e- 
nough he did as the record 
plainly states. Elijah went up 
and Elisha was right there and 
saw the wonderful sight. 


So the Church is going up 
(Eph. 5:27.) and I wonder who 
is going to remain with it as 
faithful as Elisha remained with 
Elijah. My friend, can anything 
induce you to leave it? Why did 
not Elisha stay with some other 
man? Because it was not reveal- 
ed to him that another man was 
going to be taken up. Why 
should I want to stick to the 
Bible Church any more than 
any other church? I leave it with 
you to answer. I have already 
answered the question for my- 
self, and I have decided from the 
first time I ever saw it to stick 
to it. Others may leave it if they 
want to, but there are thousands 
that know it because God has 
revealed it unto them and noth- 
ing can induce them to leave it. 


But some seem to disregard 
its sacredness and treat it light- 
ly. Why do they do this? Be- 
cause they do not know it. Why 
did the Jews reject Jesus? Be- 
cause they did not know Him. 
Listen at Jesus’ own words: “If 
thou hadst known, even thou, at 
least in this thy day, the things 
which belong unto thy peace! 
but now they are hid from thine 
eyes.” (Matt. 19:42.) There 
Jesus was in their midst. The 
people could see Him. They 
could talk with Him and handle 
Him, but they did not know Him. 
They abused Him, despised Him, 
crucified Him because they did

Jesus was in the world and 
walked about and _ the people 
saw Him but they “knew him 
not.” (John 1:10.) “He came to 
his own, and his own received 
him not” and it was because 
they knew Him not. None of 
the princes knew the hidden 
mystery for had they known it, 
they would not have crucified 
the Lord of glory. (1 Cor. 2:8.) 
And if the people knew the 
Church they would not treat it 
so lightly. They do not know 
the sacredness of it. They try to 
persuade themselves that it is 
some “man organization.” But 
they may find out about it some 
day when it is too late. The 
centurion at the cross acknowl 
edged that “Truly this man was 
the Son of God.” (Mark 15:39.) 
But it was too late then. The 
deadly work was done. The nails. 
were already driven. He had 
given up the Ghost and was 
dead. Some may acknowledge 
the Church after it is too late 
to do them any good. Oh, the 
sacredness of His Church! I 
would not speak lightly of it as 
some do for many worlds like 


but they did not know the 
Christ of the Scriptures when 
He came into their midst and 
taught in their synagogues and 
streets. The people in these days 
know their Bibles, they read the 
Scriptures and explain and teach 
them , but they do not know the 
Church of the Bible when it is 
now in their midst. 


It is not known that Jesus 
was ever at Gadara but the one 
time.

“Study to show thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed 
rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” 2 Tim. 2:15. Paul was so 
desirous for Timothy to learn 
the doctrine that he took him 
along and gave him special in- 
stuctions. It surely was no more 
important for Timothy to stick 
to the doctrine which Paul 
taught him than it is for us in 
these days. Paul’s doctrine is 
given in his writings and have 
been preserved for us, if we 
learn it we will have to put forth 
an effort. Paul said “study.” 
Does that mean you will get the 
knowledge without’ making an 
effort?

any fear or doubt as to what 
spirit it is, you say, “Get behind 
me, devil, I am needed at Sun- 
day school.” If for no other rea- 
son, we must work out our own 
salvation. It will be good to say 
to yourself, ‘““After I have gone to 
every service that I could, have 
done all I could to help in the 
Sunday-school work, studied 
hard to know all of the Bible I 
could, and walked in all the light 
that came to me, then I can and 
must say,“I am an unworthy ser- 
vant of God.” So if after doing 
all we can, attended Sunday 
school every Sunday, and put 
forth every effort to live right, 
we are then unworthy servants, 
what will we be if we carelessly 
go on, go if we feel like it, do 
nothing to build up the school 
or help the ones who are work- 
ing hard, to show them that we 
are really cooperating in the 
work? 


ord. Every member of the 
school should be subject to the 
superintendent. You may say 
that you do not believe in one 
man or one woman running any- 
thing. I don’t either unless they 
can run it right. In the first place 
we need to be very careful and 
prayerful in selecting a superin- 
tendent. The selection should be 
done in the presence of the pas- 
tor who should act as modera- 
tor. And as he should have a 
good knowledge of the members, 
he should not allow one to be 
put in who is known to be in- 
competent for the place. I think 
the Bible qualification for a 
deacon would be good for a Sun- 
day-school superintendent also; 
not only one filled with the Holy 
Ghost, but wisdom is not to be 
overlooked. Wisdom does not al- 
ways mean book learning. When 
all the members are in full fel- 
lowship and are all cooperating 
in the Sunday school work, then 
you are in a good condition to 
agree in the best superintendent. 
After this is done, it is up to you 
to obey them who have the rule 
over you; don’t try to take the 
superintendent’s place and nev- 
er make any changes without 
his assistance. Even if you are 
a teacher of a class and some 
need to be promoted, go to the 
superintendent and explain the 
matter, that is, if you have the 
right superintendent. If you went 
at it right to select the superin- 
tendent, you have the right one 
It is the duty of the teachers 
and pupils to look to that one 
as being over you in the Lord 
for when you agreed on the ap- 
pointment of the superintendent, 
naturally agreed to let that one 
rule over you in the Sunday 
school.

I did not 
for one moment disagree with 
him, and every effort he has put

But if he does not grant 
your wishes, do not contend and 
stir up Ward feelings but give 
your assistance anyway, and if 
it does not prove to be good it 
will develop faster to let it go 
rather than have: opposition. 


Little things sometimes hurt. 
Remember, dear ones, that we 
are living in a time that we need 
to be free from confusion. Let 
everyone help to put down every- 
thing that will cause separation. 
It is better to make a sacrifice 
of our own opinions even if it 
looks best to_us, rather than 
cause hard feelings or disfellow- 
ship. Now more than ever be- 
fore, we need to have fellow- 
ship with each other. You can 
help the work by speaking words 
of encouragement to the super- 
intendent. We all love to be 
cheered, this is natural, and it 
is no less than our duty to en 
courage every good work. [say 
this from experience, having 
been superintendent myself. I 
know what good can be done 
by having all the school to co- 
operate with him. And while he 
has the rule over us in the 
school, do not forget that he 
needs assistance and advice on 
many things; but always do this 
in the way that a helper should 
and not by showing a bad spirit 
that makes an impression that 
I could do the thing better. Let 
everyone manifest a loving spirit 
toward each other, not only 
show it but really have love one 
for the other. One of the great- 
est things in the Bible is the lov- 
ing humble spirit shown by the 
disciple Jesus loved. When he 
brought himself into his writ- 
ings, he never used his name but 
it was John.
